IS ANARCHISM UNLAWFUL? 


A Chinese ‘Anarchist once pointed out it was impossible to 
pass a law outlawing Anaschism. A Government could. ban assoc— 
iations but it could not-pass a law forcing people to love it. 
It could persecute those who hated it, but never, by law, could 
the State make itself loved. That is why, he said, they need . 
religions and ideas like nationalism, patriotism and humility: 
he could have added that they also need-the mass media and-other. 
forms of silent oppression which, even so, need to wrap up the 
State in another package ("the country", “Law and order", "the 
motherland") to. make it acceptable. 


The State is oppression. I+ makes the law. Anarchism is 
freedom from ‘oppression, which is why it does not need laws. Is 
it therefore automatically unlawful? This is what the Press 
will assume in the reporting of the "congpiracy trial", {ust as 
it has done on previous occasions. It will try to excite 
prejudice on the very-word ‘anarchist’ hoping the jury will not 
know what is meant. But the prosecution has to be: more careful. 
If the jury has access to an ‘Encyclopaedia Britannica’ it may 
find out what the word does mean. Then the case will swing the 
other way. For juries are not lawyers, and may wonder why people 
are to be persecuted because they believe in freedom. 


"But if you believe in revolution this is automatically unlawful". 
If this were so, the State would define ite It has not done so. 
In fact, by an irony of history, the most libertarian revolution 
of all,in Spain, took place after an unlawful rising by the military 
to forestall it. It was therefore, by the law as it stood, "legal" 
or at any rate "made legal". 


"But you believe in violence!" We believe in the Roman Church... 
at least, we believe it is there (and ‘can show one if necessary) .It 
would be futile to deny the existence of something that exists. If 
it were not for violence, would the accused allow themselves to be 
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dragged from their oe 
before the court?

Violence is a factor in the world that cannot be over— 


looked. 


The accused certainly believe that in a conflict 


between the classes, violence will be used, and that they 
will be on the side of the workers against the State. The 
argument of "non-violence" is a politician's argument, and 


not a lawyor's at all. 


'Non—violence" means submission or 


incorporation in a totalitarian movement in which all obey. 
In war-time, the politician recognises this and denounces 
it; in peace—time, he elevates it to a virtue. 


No law that exists says font a man er woman must withhold ~ 
his or her sympathies from a movement because it. is illegal. 
Nor is it imperative that to be acquitted of something they 


have not done, prisoners must recant their beliefs. 
something that smacks. of the Spanish Inquisition. 


That is 
Proof..of _ 


political affiliation cannot be evidence of committing an 
act likely to disturb the opponents of that tendency. Many 
politicians would like this to. be the case as far as their 
opponents are concerned, but they cannot frame the law so 


as to exclude themselves. 


To have it so, as in the total- 


itarian countries, they have to ignore. their own laws. But 
this is not something which can be done, as yet, in London.

ernment for every £1 you give." 


If this is the way the 
Government gives help, one can 
also say that the highway 
robber who holds one up and 
steals one's purse, but leaves 
one enough money to get home 
(some do) is making a contrib- 
ution to us: is charitdble.. 


"At Vuvulane in Swaziland, 
Oxfam has set up a revolving 
fund. This means that poor 
settlers can borrow £70 each 
to get themselves started as 
farmers. They pay back into 

the fund from their earnings 
so the Oxfam money is used - 
over and over again." Before 
the money system was intro- 
duced they had no problems at 
all. Now they face the fact 
that the "means of oxchange" 
is printed elsewhere and only - 
this foreign paper is valid. 
So they are starving. Give 
them foreign paper and all is. 

But since, once "started" 
as farmers they can earn over 
and over again, it is clear 
there was no natural famine, 
as suggested in Oxfam posters. 
All that was lacking was paper 
printed on by a foreign press? 
i.c. the symbol of the means 
by which they were oppressed.

The German political police have shot another member 


of the Anarchist Black Cross. 


THOMAS WEISBECKER was murdered 


in almost a carbon-copy killing.of the way in which von Rauch > 


was murdered. 


Late in March, ho was going along to his car. Suddenly 


three cars stopped. Six men 
jumped out, pistols in their 
hands. One, in a furred 
leather jacket, shot. It is 
not denied that these were 
members of the Political 
Police. Only they claim 
Weisbecker shot first. 


This is contradicted by 
cye-witnesses. One, Kaden, 
says they shot from three | 
yards away. In any case, why 
should a man walking peaceably . 
to his’ car, ‘be ready to shoot? . 
The three cars that stopped 
suddenly had given no indic-— 
ation they were police cars. 


He and a girl had been 
watched, secretly, for two 
days. They had just come out 
of a hotel. She had forgotten 


something, and went back, It 


saved her life. As Thomas 
went forward to the car, the 
police opened fire and he fell 
dead. They say that they only 
shot from a distdnce of 30 
yards but it is well known 
that when making an arrest by 
Surprise, they come up close.

Trotskyism as it really is 


An article SPANISH WORKERS © 
REJECT FRANCO UNIONS appears 
in "Militant" (21.4.72). It 
is almost all total lies, 
whitewashing and glorifying 
the role of the U.G.T. (tho, 
Spanish cquivalent of the 
T.U.C. without the mass 
support. It was-.a minority, 
split union). No mention is 
made of the anarcho-syndical- 
ist C.N.T. to which most of 
the workers and all revolut— 
ionaries belonged, and which 
alone is carrying on “the 
revolutionary struggle. 


The article (which faith- 
fully echoes Trotskyist 
thinking) criticises the 
Stalinist Comisiones Obreras 
as reformist, but noticcably 
omits to say the UGT was” 
in many ways. downright ; 
reactionary. H.G it says ~ 
the UGT has a "clear and well 
founded position..of not 
v+ilising tho official 
channels of the regime".Only 
of this regimo, an? only 
because they are nt given 
the chance. They utilise dthe 
official channels. of every 
othor regime, Monarchist or 
Republican, including going 
‘into the Primo de Rivera 
Right Wing dictatorship, in 

order to try to mako their 
union the one recognided and 
to keep the C.N.T. illegal. 


Trotskyists have usually 
one criticism (well-founded) 
to make of the CNT, viz.that 
in 1936/7 they allowed four 
alleged Anarchists to go in 
Ministries and claim to 
represent the CNT. This 
criticism is justifiably 
repeated incessantly by them. 
They-never refer to tac fifty 
years of struggle before nor 
to the struggle against 
Franco since. "The UGT...-has 
a revolutionary position..." 


Nobody else knows of this 
revolutionary position. NOT A 


SINGLE U.G.T. PRISONER IS IN JAIL 
IN SPAIN. Formerly, th re were 
many as a result of Franco jailing 
all who opposed him in the civil 
war consistont with leaving the 
country sufficient workers to carry 
on. But the UGT has carried out no 
activity and so today it has no 
prisoners. Nor have tho Trotskyists. 


But, you will arguc, many Trot 
groups pass round lists of class-war 
prisoners in Spain. True. Every 
namo on the list is C.P. The Commun- 
ist Party has many prisoners. Aid 
that reaches them, through a multi- 
tude of innocent-sounding names, 
goes only to Moscow-line Communists 
and those willing to toe their lino. 
(Tho "fcllow travelling" names 
include world Trotskyism). The 
CNT, as woll as the Maoists and ETA, 
are cxcluded. -But what they receive 
they share with all. 


ABSTENTIONTSM, The abstentionism 
in the Franco— 
syndicate clections, carried out by 
the workers’ organisations but not 
by the Comisiones Obreras (consis- 
tent with the alliance line of CP 
and Christian Democrats) is attrib- 
uted by "Militant" to the UGT. It 
quotes the Ministry of Labour: that 
there is ‘considerable activity" 
on the part of "illegal political 
organisations" emphasising tho 

role of the UGT. Curious the 
Ministry does not make any arrests! 
In truth the UGT lives a phantom 
oxistence, relying on hand~outs 
from Western trade unions, but in 
exile. Yo? being a "vertically 
controlled"union (unlike the 
horizontally controlled union) it 
has no function in exile. It has 


‘collapsed. You do not meet UGT 


exiles unless thoy are bureaucrats 
living on the hand-out, or Trotsky- 
ist students, It has nothing to 
sustain it %1 exile cxcept salaries.

"The UGT has," says the 
"Militant", "always believed 
that to carry out @ campaign :

without the power to combat 
its enormous propaganda 
apparatus, is to fall into 
the worst kind of opportun— 
ism." (This is a criticism 
of the Comisiones Obreras). 
It is precisely what the UGT 
has always done. It has 
followed slavishly in the 
ranks of succeeding capital- 
ist governments, just as has 
the TUC and other reformist 
labour movements. But there 
Was -an alternative labour 
movement, tho CNT, a revolut- 
ionary one. 


Not Bolshevik, of courses 
Lenin did his best to woo it. 
He roalised that, in 1917-21, 
the regime in Russia needed 
support abroad, and: tried 
desperately to get such organ-— 
isations as the ONT to rally 

- to the Red International - of 
Labour Unions. Knowing theo 
Situation in Russia only 
through the distru sted Pross 
the: CNT sent delegates, who 
came. back with knowledge from 
the Russian Anarchists: that 
this was one more dictatorship. 
Still the CP wished to 
infiltrate the CNT. But its 
role had been pre-empted, as 
a Marxist Party, by the POUM. 

‘When trotskyism came along, 
it tried to infiltrate the | 
POUM, but its role was neglig- 
ible. It criticised the POUM 


—- which is precisely what 

the ‘Militant! group does with 

the Labour Party, "It unsuccess— 
fully infiltrates, and so bolsters 
it up. " (Trotsky!) 


But we infiltrate in order to 
be 'among' the workers organisa— 
ations, protest the Trots. - Yet it 
must be clear from this article, 
and comparison with all trot 
statements on Spain shows, that 
GIVEN THE CHOICE between a mass 
revolutionary labour movement and 
a mass reformist labour movement, 
they prefor the latter. More, 
they even prefer the minority 
labour movement of a reformist 
nature, to the majority one of 
a revolutionary character — 
unless, of course, it was under 
their own control. 


“OG"NOTH: The 'Militant' article 
is illustrated by a picture of 
three Asturian miners. Only in 
the Asiurien minors does,in fact, 
any sympathy for the UGT exist.

There were attempts to link 
the Oz trial with the Angry 
Brigade.It wg hoped one would 
discredit the other.

At all events, the story of 
threats of violence, which never 
materialised, to Judge Michael 

Argyle made headlines. The 
judge was. given a guard so 
rigid that practically the 
entire village where he lived 
was ina state of siege.

The clerk and 
the deputy clerk at the Old 
Bailey were threatenedo 


Later, a "most distressing : 
case" came up at Haywards

convicted of making false 
reports, threatening letters 

and phoney calls. . Why? Nobody 
ever saide The police had 
evidence on her. She was 


no neurotic. She was a 

"robust, practical, commonsense 
woman" (said a psychiatric prof) 
of 58 ,on good terms. with her 
husband, well integrated into 
Capitalist society... why should 
she incur a fine of £1000 for 
these alarmist reports which 
wasted hours of police time, 
brought into play monitored- 
circuit television, police with 
dogs patrolling and all the rest 
of the paraphenalia(incidentally 
apparently scaring the ald fool 
fool off a judge out of his wits). 


WAS MRS BLACKALLER A TOOL OF 
THE CONSPIRACY? Did the police, 
once more, sacrifice a minor 
member of the set-up to preserve 
the set-up itself? Was the 
hue~and-cry over Judge Argyle 
planned?:

There are plenty of anarch- 
ists in the States.’ Most of 
them seom to have thought ‘that 
‘organisation’ is opposed to 
their principles. More and 
more: of us are now trying to 
experiment with anarchist 
forms of organisation, admit- 
ting finally that we must be 
cegamised ourselves. We must 
have our own organisations, The 
only alternative to social 
hibernation is. to depend upon 
the organisations of other 
resistance organisations, which 
soem to be dominated by 
Marxist-Leninists and Stalin- 
ists and assorted liberals.

the Anarchists who were arrested 
and charged with the killing of 
a cop during the May Day meoting. 
Later their cases were reviewed 
by Governor Altwelt who gave a 
State pardon to thcse who had not 
already been hanged. 

Tho respectable citizens 
never forgave Governor Altgelt, 
who was hounded from public life, 
and later, when tho machine that 
gave rise to Al Capone took 
power in Chicago, it erected in 
the Haymarket square a memorial 
to the Good Cop.. it stood there 
for years. But in the last 
couple of years it has been 
blown up so many times - a symbol 
to the city's pig capitalism - 
tho authorities have given up 
trying to replace it. 


On May lst this year the 
ANARCHIST BLACK CROSS held its

Book Review 


FRANCO'S PRISONER Miguel 
Garcia Garcia (Ruport Hart 
Davis £2.25). — June 5th. 


MWe shall have to leave Spain 
to Bakunin for the time being," 
wrote Marx gloomily to Engels. 
The day came in 1949, when the 
post-war libertarian Resistance 
was smashed by‘Franco. Little 
(if anything) has been written 
about this period of the anarch- 
ist resistance (1939-49) whon the 
Civil War had ended. (Soon to 
come will be books on Sabater and 
others). As the "gangs" were 
rounded up, the time for the 
vocal politicians with resources 
abroad had come. Franco had made 
the C.P. a voice to be reckoned 
with, in the name of "anti- 
communism", 


In this book Garcia tells of . 
the events leading to a 20 year 
jail stretch, and gives a vivid, 
unforgettable picture of despot- 
ism oiled by corruption in the 
Spanish jail system. The gloom 
is relieved by some anecdotes 
etched-in acid at the expense of 
stupid, bigoted or corrupt 
officialdom. People known only 
aS names of victims, or as almost 
legendary importance in the 
Resistance, become real. His 
meeting with the "Scot in Carab- 
anchel" is especially interesting 
(and by sheer coincidence, the 
book appears the selfsame day the 
latter gocs for trial, once more, 
at the Old Bailey). 


It will be interesting to see how 
the professional critics deal with 
this book, It is the first of its 
kind on Franco's jails. (Let's h-pe 
for a paperbeck version soon).

In the town of Sept Ilos, province of Quebec, three union

Quebec. By May 9th SEPT 
ILES“WAS A FREE CLTY, or 
a "no go" area... the workers 
had evicted the State. 


A hundred police moved in 
to seize the town back, armed 
with pistols and guns. They 
were repelled by 1000 workers 
armed with baseball bats. The 
town for two days set up road 
blocks. It was then and then 
only reoccupied by the enemy 
in the shape of an armed 
police unit, with a roadblock 
smashing truck, car loads of 
reinforced armed police from 
Montreal and the threat of 
Army intervention. 


That is what we call a 
commune.

THE MILLAN CASE CONTINUES... 


_As we have already announced, 
the case of this comrade came up 
before a military court in Madrid, 
after more than four years delay, 
and he was sentenced to 23 years. 


The date of that judgment was 
fixed with very little notice, 
but thanks to the vigilance we 
maintained, it was possible to 
be able to send in time four 
legal observers (British, French 
and Belgian). Tho report made by 
these lawyers on their return 
was well publicised. There could 
be no proof that Millan was 
implicated in the events of 
which he was accused as he was 
in France at the time. 


After the judgment, the case 
was sent, as customary, for 
confirmation by the Captain 
General of Madrid. He has decided 
to quash the judgment - we do 
not know if it is for better or 
worse. The Captain General is 
the notorious Garcia Rebull 
(who.sentenced the RTA 16 in 
Burgos). He decided to prevent 
the international campaign by 
giving no time to send observers. 
‘The date of 13th March was fixed. 
He knew we could not raise funds 
“t6"S8end lawyérs at so short a 
notice. But something prevented 
the trick succeeding. Millan's 
defence lawyer ‘fell seriously 
ill, and while this normally 
would not be sufficient to 
prevent the trial taking place, 
to have the second trial with - 
out even his own lawyer would 
have been going too far. So 

it comes about that after all 
these years, Millan Hernandez 
is still awaiting trial. 


He had the bad luck at his 
first trial to come before 
the tank regiment officers, 
regarded as the most fascist 
in the Army. It is to be 
hoped that next time he may

REVOLUTION IN ONE COUNTRY ¢ 


The idea of nationalism is 
still. peddled as a "leftist" 
ideology as well as a rightist. 
But nevertheless there is a 
persistent query among the "new 
left!' - despite its nationalist 
hang-ups - Is socialism possible 
in one country? They take the 

argument, like much else, from 
the context of Russia (where the 
revolution had been betrayed 
within the country soon after 
its birth, and where the Lenin- 
ist counter—-revolution made it 
an undesirable export - as the 

Russian workers and peasants 
were already being suppressed 
by the State). 


Trotsky's original osten- 
sible differences with Stalin 
were on whether the bureaucrat— 
ic State should be confined to 
one country or considered in 
the context of world revolut- 
ion. Much later, he began to 

criticise the bureaucracy 

(when it had turned decisively 
against him), and then never in 
class terms. Inefficiency, 
wrong decisions, criminality, 
mistaken analyses, are all 
criticised by all political 
_ power tendencies. They do not 
add up to a class analysis. 


__ A libertarian socialist 
economy is possible -within-any 
given viable territory. If it 
needs too mich from the outside 
capitalist world, it. will fail 
economically. If it can live 
without having to trade with 
the capitalist world, it will 
have a chance of economic 
success. A "commune" of a few 
people living in a house, or 
even a factory taken over by 

its workers, will be isolated. : 

It will need to depend. upon 

Capitalism outside. From an 

economic voint of view, what 

counts is not the ‘nation’, it

But what of the other side of 
it, outside oppression? In most 
political revolutions, tho tendency 
is:‘that the revolution is at first 
not popularly supported. But when 
it is suppressed from outside, it 
becomes popular and the people rally 
+o its defence. The reason is very 
simple. Over centuries, people will 
bear iniquities, oppression and 
tyranny because they.do not feel 
a sense of injustice. The King of 
France was appointed by Gods the 
nobles took’ their authority from 
“him: all seemed just as it should 
be. But once it was seen that this 
was a phoney device just to ensure 
some people lived well and their 
families after them, at the expense 
of others, it also seemed how 
grossly unfair it was to re-estab— 
lish that system. 


Injustice must be hidden: that 
is the purpose of the media, of 
tho Church in the old days, of the 
political and religious ideologies. 
Intervention from abroad to restore 
the status guo ante, the old system, 
helps revolutionary progresse 


In tho struggling, 'under- 
developed’ countries, the masses 
have -a strongly developed revolut- 
ionary feeling. To achieve a rev- 

olution is not difficult; their 
problems begin after that. It is 
easier for the clever foreign—backed 
politician to seize power. In the 
industrialised countrics, there 
would be less difficulty after the 
revolution to push forward to a 
free economy. The problem there 
is that it is difficult for them to 
go into a revolution: they feel 
they have something to lose, and 
the sense of injustice is less 
‘strong.
